As a freshman, you come with bright 
hopes of conquering the world— your own 
particular world, be it that of science or 
literature or a small apartment somewhere. 
This enthusiasm is expected and it is good, 
but amidst all the promises and happy 
greetings of your first few days here, just 
stop a minute and ask yourself if you will 
return next year with the same enthusiasm 
and the same desire to conquer the world. 
High hopes and dreams take much hard 
work to attain. Often in the midst of all 
the hard work, which may sometimes seem 
like sheer drudgery, the enthusiasm that 
was first there becomes a little tarnished. 
It is so easy to return sophomore year a 
little jaded with all your freshman ideas 
and dreams seeming just too naive because 
you've learned that they can't all come 
true over night. After a year of studying 
the very basic elements of chemistry

There is a kind of false inner life about 
much of our college life that is distinctly 
inimical to the creative mind. I have the 
impression that many potentially capable 
young artists, writers and musicians are 
ruined, rather than made by their college 
experience. 

I refer to the high premium placed by- 
many college students on the social aspects 
of college. From the time a freshman 
enters college she is inundated with all 
the symbols of conformity, including fresh- 
man beanies, clubs, and get-ac<iuainted 
dances, so that no one should he surprised 
if she ends up resembling one of a string 
of paper dolls, all cut from the same tinsel- 
like paper, and all blowing in the available 
breeze ever so slightly. 

Although the exterior of the creative 
person looks familiar, the interior is dif- 
ferent — vastly different, if she is to suc- 
ceed. She must have what others lack: un- 
common vision and perspective. Her 
function is to shape life, to interpret it in 
Art. Through her informed imigination 
she takes people and experiences and 
charges them with moment and beauty. 
Often, her truth is a kind of terrible, ruth- 
less truth to which all else is subordinated. 



She would examine the hearts of stone and 
invest them with meaning if she could. It's 
not that she scorns the fushia dishwashers, 
the minklined Cadillacs, the "nice" homes 
in Schizoidia with maybe a husband and a 
child or two around to give the place a tone. 
It's simply that they are not enough. She 
wants far more. 

If you think I think it takes courage to 
create even one small poem, you are right. 
I would put courage above all else. Because 
the pleasant social atmosphere enfolding 
one in college is just symptomatic of great- 
er comforts to lull one in the air condi- 
tioned United States of the present. Al- ! 
ready many of us are hopelessly lost in our 
antennaed wonderland. Life is so subtly 
luxurious today that what passes for cour- 
age is what it takes to get out of bed at 
ton o'clock in the morning, or what it takes 
for an American to buy a one-way ticket to 
Paris, France. 

Don't misunderstand me. though I'm not 
begeing for pity for the poor nonconformist 
egghead, beatnik bohemian. or whatever 
you want to call her. My advice is to leav e 
her alone. She has to get up long before 
ten o'clock anyway. There's too much to 
do: reading, learning, studying, exploring, 
exulting, despairing and always striking 
out in startingly new directions. And. of 
course, makirie mistakes. And if college al

New Features 

Present plans for the new ad- 
dition to E. Lee Trinkle Library 
call for its completion late in 
December. Construction has con- 
tinued throughout the summer 
months under the supervision ot 
Mr. Robert I. Coleman, as the 
nerve-wracking noise of progress 
livened the Marj Washington cam- 
pus. 

With the arrival of students, 
Sunday. September 16. however, 
it is hoped that the usual con- 
struction sounds will be kept to a 
minimum. Students are requested 
to be undemanding and to realize 
that the additional facilities will be 
a future asset to the college 

According to Dr. Carrol H. 
Quenzcl, Librarian, some of the 
new features of the new addition 
are air conditioning: more and 
more efficient study space for 
readers, including a greatly in- 
creased number of individual car- 
rels: an elevator ' for staff use' 
and a smoking area. In the older 
section ol the building the lighting 
and heating are being vastly im- 
proved and first floor display 
cases are being installed 

The purpose of many new fea- 
tures of the library is to remove 
as many barriers as possible be- 
tween books and readers. Until 
the formal opening of the addi- 
tion, stacks will be closed to fresh- 
men and sophomore>. but will ccn- 
tinue to be open to upperclass- 
men. 

The first floor section of the ad- 
dition will be used as a new re- 
aerve room, while the second floor 
will house periodicals with a spec- 
ial room far more recent editions. 
Bibliographies will then be 
transported to the original reserve 
room. Rare books will be moved 
to the newly air conditioned Vir- 
ginia Room. Large desks will be 
placed in each of the new rooms 
to expedite checking books out, 
and a new circulation desk will 
provide greater efficiency in the 
main lobby.

Among these is the home of 
Mary Washington 1200 Charts 
Street, which is lull of authentic 
eighteenth - century lurnishings. 
The heme, purchased by George 
Washington for his mother on Sep- 
tember 18, 1772. was the place 
where she died August 25, 1739 
The building featu es a large cop> 
of a portrait of Mary Ball Wash- 
ington as painted by Robert Edge 
Pine as well as several recon- 
structed areas of the origina, 
home. 

Kenmore. located at 1201 Wash- 
ington Avenue was the Colonial 
home and gardens ol Colonel Fiel I 
ing Lewis, an eighteenth century 
advocate of national defense, and 
his wife Betty Washington Levis, 
the only sister of George Washing- 
ton. Kenmore. originally situated 
on an 863 acre estate, was erected 
in 1732 and serves as an outstand- 
ing examp'c of mid-eighteenth 
century Tidewater Virginia archi- 
tecture. The brick exterior pre- 
sents a picture of restraint and 
dignity with well proportioned w in- 
dows and chimneys, while the in- 



terior u a gracious blending ol 
the elegance and beauty which 
existed in that era of architecture. 

The Hugh Mercer Apothecary 
Shop, site ol George Washing .oil's 
office on his frequent visits to 
Fredericksburg, provided the set- 
ting for the practice ol medicine 
and pharmacy by l)r Hugh 
Mercer The shop remains the 
same as it was two centuries ago. 
complete with gleaming bottles, 



ancient show-cases, faded pre- 
scriptions, and yellowed ledgers 
Dr Mercer, a Colonel in charge 
of the 3rd Virginia Regiment dur- 
ing the American Revolution wai 
a true American patriot, and 
this historical shrine II indeed a 
tribute to his memory. 

The Rising Sun Tavern, built 
about 1760 by Charles, the young- 
est brother ol (ieorge Wasln gton. 
was the favorite meeting place of 




the early partiots wh.i gathered to 
protest against the tyranny of the 
mother country. The Tavern, lo- 
cated at I3t)6 Caroline Street, was 
a social center for the colonial 
town as well as the Post Oil ice 
and the Stage Coach stop. Fur- 
ni.s'iings and accessories ol inter- 
est winch reflect English and 
America. i origin include a desk 
owned by Thomas Jetlcrson. 
chairi originally the property of 
James Mjiiro?. a Iftfl collection 
of pewter in the Tap Room, and 
the original Tavern license dated 
1775 

Stonei s Museum is a nineteenth 
century village general store, 
stocked with unique items ranging 
from the cracker barrel through 
Ust peppers strung across the ceil- 
ing to the antique sleighs, ma- 
chinery, and formerly modem con- 
veniences The Museum is housed 
in a Colonial building constructed 
in 17!)ti on the site ol the old Male 
Academy. It was the home of 
Fredericksburg College for a num- 
ber ol years aid now it lives as 
the o d cross-roads store. 



The Law Office of James Mon- 
roe features Louis XVI furniture 
which originally furnished the 
present White House. Here young 
Jar.es Monroe began the practice 
of law in 1786 and initialed a bril- 
liant c areer of public ten ice. At 
the rear ol the Law Office 
Museum is the James Monroe 
Memorial Library which houses a 
comprehensive library on James 
Monroe, the Mo) oe Doctrine and 
this country's diplomatic relations 
with Latin America Irom his day 

' t.i today Included are hundreds of 
Monroe letters to and from promi- 
nent men of his day, manuscnptJ 
and historical records.
